I shall 
therefore make it a point, th:t, though I must of course addreſs it to 
you, you shall not have it in your power to light a pipe with every 
one, nor to execute the etceteras, unleſs you puachase or ſuppreſs 
the whole, as it is the practice now with our illuminates, concern- 
ing every book not of the modern stamp, for a hodge podge religion. 


8s much for your -Intiodudiicon-but as to your vindication of Dr, 
Burkhard's ſystem of divinity, I think, in general, Dr. B. will not 
find much eligible reason to delight in it, except it be in the lan- 
guage of the above description, and in your design, which, of course, 
is one and the same with that of his book, namely, the building of 
old babylon's tower, which, you know, veither the Chald-ans nor 
modern Romans could effect, because their languages were confoun- 
ded, and they themselves were dispersed on the face of the earth, by 
the God of truth, who is but one. I, for my part, do not think 
that any of the sincerely serupulous on the subject of the trinity, 
will find the © clouds of their under: tanding dispelled, and that © preju- 
dice will even further invite the inquiry of the learned, by the read- 
ing of your book, beeause the truly learned of God, (of others I 
make no account, ) believe the manner of the existence of the bleſsed 
Three in One, as the grand pillar of Christian truth, inexplicable, 
and willingly leave it to the prerogative of Jehovah, who knows him- 
self best, and has fixed it as the basis of faith on divine revelationp 
as a mystery, which, if cleared from the additions of men, as it is 
manitested in its s implicity to the patriai chs, cannot s ine brighter by 
any, even the most ra, ional illustrations, as it does in the thiee first 
Chapters of Genesis, of which the writing s of the prophets and apoſi les 
are its sealing confirmation, absolutely independent of Chaldean, 
Egyptian, Pythagorean, and platonic philosophy, which, as arroga- 
ting the authority of truth, made its appearance by incoherent systems, 
$500 years after. Even Christ, in calling Jehovah the Elohim of 
men, referred to Moses, Matth. xxii.32-44- to teſtify the three in one. 


J proceed, Sir, to your Addreſs, and beg leave to obſerve to 
you, perhaps totally ignorant, or partially informed of what has 
happened between Dr. B. and me, on that subject, eight years ago, 
that your charge of * aggreſs ion, unprovoked, frivolous, and vexati- 
| ous”, is not merited by me, who only holds what the holy ſcriptures, 
the Lutheran and other orthodox churches hold, on that point, but 
strictly just against Dr. Burkhardt. This is, therefore, the first

ſcience, and congregation, would completely refute. The proof 
of this aisertion will Shortly appear in documents held by impartial 
hands: but, if his “superior talents“ stand in need of such a pigmy in 
. theclogy as you are, to ſupport his notorious falsehoods, which even 
you might have easily detected, had you first heard ali sides, or 
impartial witneldes. I shall never consider “ the taking up of your 
pen, as the spear of Goliaty against little David, in the refutation 


of my doctrine, which, thanks be uno God, is not mine but 
Christ's. 


Neither do I despair that yonr _ ce want of judgment, 


want of sufficient knowledge of sacred literature, want of a (new 


fangled) christian and brotherly love, in me“ shall disappoint you and 
your readers of the result of your “ enquiry into my performance, 
neither shall it“ discredit my head or heat, in their utmost simpli- 
eity, fully correspondent with one another in hating black designs, 
and waencver I err, my head and heart are as open to conviction, 
as they are bold for execution, when they are in the right. 


Should it be the case that from the simplicity of my “e head and 
heart, arises that confusion,“ which you say, © makes it a difficult 
task to read any of my w. itings,” I may retort, that you and your cli- 
ent, with every one of youis of the same stamp, are totally strangers 
to it; that antient and modern notions of Frantic philosophy have 
bewilderd ' yonr head, and alienated your heart from bible- truth. 


But I shall now briefly follow the statement of your three. 
imputations. ist. That I had mis understood, and misrepresented 
Dr. Burkhardt. 2ndly, Tnat I hold very wrong and erroncous 


notions in divinity, 3dly, That my letter was wrote from a bad, 
Principle and an evil design, 


Here I must appeal to those who know but a tenth part of Dr, 
Burkhard's c:nduct towards me, and to thote who know me, and have 
read but the temth part of any of my books, who will, no doubt, be 
compelled by their candor, and judgment to declare, “these are 
three abominable falshoods ; but for the sake of those, who, like 
you, have never seen nor heard me, as you candidly confeſs ; and 
for the sake of truth, which you, having read my book, misrepre- 

zent, vility, and totally con iemn 5 the * observations L 
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hope, will clear me from imputations, which personal pique and ma - 
lice have invented and dictated to you. 


First. It would certainly prove the weakneſs of the intel'e& of 
an author, to write against a book, whose spirit and design is not 
understood by him; and I gladly thank you, that you explain 
and co firm both the spirit and design of Dr, Burkhard's book 
wiuch is exactly the same, (bible trutu wherewith error is tarnished 
exceptcd,) as I understood and stated it, in my letter. I fully agree 
with you, that the Dr. writes profeſsedly with. a view © to leave out 


; such disputab'e points of re igion, in which even the most learned 
have found themselves the most bewildered.'“ But the questicng 
| here are, who gave him right and authority to leave out such points 


of ieligien which are avowed inysteries, neceisary for extab.ishing 
faith, and.the rest of the soul, which he openly protelsed to teach, and 
| on which terms he has entered upon the ministry, and receives his 
salary? Way did he not protest agaiist these disputable point 
before he entered upon the office as a Lutheran minister? Or, if an 
improvement of knowledge were practicable on these points of reli. 
gion, why did he not give notice to his congregation, - whose chil. 
dren, aud those of the public at large, he means to instruct in a 
way diffcrent from that, which their fathers together with the Jew- 
ish and christian churches, believe to be bible truth?

Ledged, even by Calvinists, &c. Why doth he take out of the hands 
of youth a catechism stamped by the most revered authorities, and 
substitutes another, which is far from being calculated to establish 
youth in what they really know and believe on scripture proof, un- 
cer the pationage of the church and their fathers ; nay preceded al- 
so the augspurgh confeſsion, afterwards politically established, and 
confirmed in ail public treaties, which is far more fit for reconcilia- 
tion, than his and your jar20n'? Suppose the Monthly Reviewers 
1 | and the editors of the Evangelical Magazine have pronounced his 
| book © a detideratum of sacred littcratue,”” is that literature, which 
| they applaud, cf a more sagred nature, than that pores of by he

e Dr, Burkhardt haa attempted a Syſtem of divivity for the 
uſe of Schools, he offers this ſyſiem as dis-encumbered from contro.

In attempt ing to simplify this system of dwinny, however, Dr. B.

You say, page 3, Dr. B. purposes to reduce the system of the 
christian religi.n to some plain and certain docti ines and precepts, 
founded on scripture : this is as much as to say the doctrine of 
the Trinity, the real atonement of Christ, faith justifying and 
werking by love, hitherto tanght by Lutherans and the christian 


parties, is not founded in ſcripture, because these parties have 
uled the terms Trinity, person, forenvic sense, which tae scriptures 


do not use. Here, sir, I may jusily oppose arguments ad hominem. 


It appears plainly from Dr. B's. definition of Christ, that he 


uſes terms which are far leſs, than thoſe of of our own, founded 


in scripture; though perhaps he, as well as our divines, will ſey, 
though the terms are not exactly found, yet the matter is founded 
in-ſcripture. But, Sir, where in ſcripture, is that false definition found, 
which Dr. B. gives of Christ, p. 15, ſaying, * Christ is the 
„% most extraordinary and dignified person that ever existed. Where 
is it said in ſoripture, God took the names of Father, Son, and 
« Spirit, not to deſeribe his manner of existence, but his manner 
« of acting? Where is it said, “ the atonement of Christ is made 


„ after the Jewish and heathen ſacrifices ? Where in ſcripture is 


it said, of the immortality” of the 10ul of man that it is “ a particle 


of the Spirit of God ?“ 


The inventors of the terms Trinity, pereon, &c. had that well meant 


view to alsigu by short technical terms, thoſe doctrines, which are 


plaialy found in ſcripture, it in that they, as you say, page 811, 
imitated the Chaldzans, Hetrurians, Lains, Greeks, &c. You ought 
not to condemn them, especially as Protestant churches ueber im- 
poſed them absolute y, when on y the as-igatum was preserved. 


As to his reducing the ſyſtem of the Chriſtian religion, to 
ſome plain and certain doctrines and precepis, with which he, ac- 
cord ing to your own account, page 4, intends a reconc iliation of all 
parties, under the banner and ſtand ard of immutable and eternal truth 
I wish it might not be under the cloke of a m'staken theophilanthropy, 
which, being the new religion of deists in France, knowing no- 


thing ofChrist's divinity and atonement, cannot induce men to re- 


pentance and faith, for a reconciliation with God. It is interfering 


with the prerogative of Elohim, whule power, and most perfect 
| knowledge of good and evil, will not ſuffer men to bend his ſcepire, 


by lacrificing any part of his truth to ſuch a humanity.

Thoſe who take it upon themſelves to reconcile all parties, under what 
they call the banner of eternal and immutable truth, need only to ſet forth 
Chriſt as the true Elohim, or Meſſiah, who, as eternal wiſdom has the moſt 
perfect knowledge of good and evil; he is alſo ſelf-ſufficient to ſave, to 
the very uttermoſt, both from erroneous doctrines and ſinful practices, as 
from miſery, death, hell, and the Devil 
and immutable truth, of the decrees and providences of God, but he, like the 
French, underſtood by it, the Univer ſe—an almighty Republic. As long as an 
author or miniſter ſpeaks not out clearly, that Chriſt, who knew no ſin, was 


made fin, nay a curſe for us—that by death he has deſtroyed the power of 
death, he is not to be truſted, as a preacher of reconciliation.—2 Cor. v. 14 


and 21,——He will either ſubſtitute a ſuperficial philanthrophy, or have 
recourſe to falſe indulgences from deluſive quarters. 


a As to your ſecond charge, that I hold very wrong and erroneous notions of 
tivinity, which you, {page 6) with an uncommon conjuration, endeavor to 
bring to your teſt, and myſelf to a conviction, I muſt own, I have been 
as unable to find out what you mean by your teſt, as I find myſelf ſtill un- 
convinced of errors. Is your teſt that lamentation, which you wofully 
utter (page 7 and 8) againſt ancient and modern philoſophers, and cor- 
rupters of truth, I heartily join with you in the lamentation ; but, when 


you (page 34) declare . that you like to follow the way which the oldeſt 


philoſophers have pointed out, you appear to me, lamentably inconſiſtent 


with yourſelf—and like the Oſtrich, blowing cold and warm, in one breath 


defend and reject one and the ſame thing. —You will therefore excuſe me, 
when I admit ncither your own way, nor that of the ancient and modern 
philoſophers, as a teſt to try and prophane ſacred truth by it. 


As you (page 9) flatly deny that Jehovah ſignifies the Father, but only the 
Godhead manifeſted in human nature—which, however the holy ſcrip- 
tures, and even heathen nations univerſally hold, to be the eſſential name 

| denoting the Supreme Being.——Again, when you hold that Elohim is not 
the Son of Jehovah another in ſtate—when, however, Chriſt diſtinguiſhes 
himſelf, by calling Jehovah, the Eloha, his God and his Father. —Maz. xxvi. 
46.— Johu xx. 19.—compare P/ xlv. 8—where it is ſaid of the Meſſiah or 
Elohim, that his Elhoa, has annointed him as Elohim, who is alfo called 
Jehovah, diſtinguiſhed from another. —Gen. xix, 24.—and laſt, when you 
hold not the ſpirit of Elohim, moving upon the waters Cen. i. 1.) to be the 
| B | Holy 


Spinoza ſpoke, alſo, of eternal

Holy-Ghoſt, but a material power, emanating from God; whom, how- 
ever, David in the xxxiiid E/ expreſſsly calls the ſpirit of Jehovah, nay of 
the Logos, and mouth of Jehovah, I think myſelf acquitted from being 
tried any longer by your nonſenſical teſt. 


When you (page 9) ſuppoſe me not poſſeſſed of ſufficient knowledge of 
Eaſtern language and literature, (which you diſplay from page g to 20), I 
heartily confirm your ſuppoſition to be ſo; nay, I am proud of that igno- 
rance, when nearly all the chriſtian ſchools and univerſities of Europe are 
in the ſame predicament of having been 1gnorant, hitherto, of your new 
method to derive the Greek words, Logos and Chaos, and the reading of 
them from the right to the left, from the Chaldee and Hebrew, for the per- 

verting the doctrine of the Trinity. This Method may, indeed, be called 
with more propriety, as you do my calculation, (page 35), A la Manicure 
de Wloemen, Advocateur de la Catechiſm de Dr. B. By that method you con- 
ſtrue the eternal Logos in conjunction with Chaos, to be mere matter ema- 
nating from God, who of courſe, can be nothing elſe; and as Dr. B. holds 
the ſoul of man to be a particle of the ſpirit of God, the concluſion cannot 
fail, that you both act in concert for the eſtabliſhment of refined mate- 
rialiſm. O, happy ignorance! may this abominable doctrine be 
buried into eternal oblivion ! No wonder that you, with ſuch princi- 
ples, appear an advocate of Pythagorian and Platonic philoſophers; and 
eſpecially of Plotinus, who, with the reſt of ecelectic philoſophers, from 
the 3d till the 7th century, proved themſelves corrupters of the purity and 
fimplicity of the Chriſtian Religion. Out of his ſchool came Porphyry, 
and whole ſwarms of blaſphemers of Chriſt and the prophecies of Daniel. 
—Alfo, Origines, indefatigable as he was in the chriſtian cauſe, in writing 
no leſs than 6000 volumes, (according to De Pin, Eccl. Hiſt.) explained, 
however, the ſimple doctrines of the Goſpel, by the Platonic philoſophy ; 
and thereby gave ſcope to thoſe heterodox doQrines, which cauſed ſo much 
diſſention and wars in the Chriſtian church: it gave alſo riſe to the ſwarms 
of Monks, which (under king Apollyon, Rev. ix), did miniſter, and are 
Kill remaining in the Roman church, as the jannizaries of the Pope, tho? 
_ diſperſed into all parts of the World, to ſerve his intereſt. From that 
ſchool alſo, came Julianus apoſtata, that patriarch of modern apoſtates in 
the civil line. I will not ſay that it was by his mode of alegorizing the 
holy ſcripture by the Platonic philoſophy, that Pope Hormiſdas was led 
to condemn that orthodox tenet, one of the Trinity has been erucified—which 
ſerves Pelagianiſm and deprives Chfiſt of his glory as Redeemer.

of Plotinus, I refer you and the reader, to Dr. Moſheim's Eccl. Hiſt. Vol. 
1. page 211, 239, and Senior Brucker's Firſt Principles, or Extracts from 
his Hiſtory of Philoſophy, eſpecially of the Ecelectic Sect, page igo, 207, 
the German work—where he calls that ſect headed by Ammonius, Saccæs, 
and Plotinus, a Syncretiſtical monſter of philoſophy—a mixture of the opi- 
nions of all ſes, highly inimical to natural and chriſtian truth—in conſe- 
quence of which Arianiſm, Mahometiſm, Popery, bad policy, the ſcholaſtic 
Jargon took. place. He wrote from the ſame principle of a miſtaken hu- 
manity, whoſe tender mercies are cruelty in completion ; witneſs the 
bloody wars and perſecutions of chriſtian parties, commouly headed by 
the ecelectic philoſophers, from the 3d to the th Century; and the humane 
French Revolution, founded on the Atheiſtical Rights of Men, and the Con- 
ſtitution of 1791, acknowledged by the haly father.

-In anſwer to this your charge, Sir, I might retort upon, and charge you 
and Dr. B. in poſſeſſion of ſeveral eminent Works, wrote in leſs than 30 
years, in Vindication of the Doctrines of the Trinity, with a wilful neglect

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to improve the progreſs of that Doctrine; I mention here only the Rev. 
Dr. Urſlberger, reſigned ſenior of the Lutheran Miniſtry of Augſburgh, 
who, from that remarkable text, Col. ii, 1, 2, has proved the diſtinction 
between the triune Jehovah, in an unmanifeſted eſſential Trinity; to whom 
the names Father, Son, and Holy-Ghoſt, do not eſſentially belong, though 
the cauſe of ſuch is a undeſcribable three-fold band of union, in the very 
eſſence of Jehovah; elſe Jehovah would not have manifeſt himſelf as Father, 
Son, and Holy-Ghoſt, if no ſuch three-fold union did exiſt in the commu- 
nicative Jehovah. This union is called by him, the eſſential Trinity, which 
as manifeſted in the Father, the Son, and the Holy-Ghoſt, is diſtinguiſhed 
by him by the name of a manifeſted Trinity; and thus the Doctrine of 
the Church, concerning the exiſtence and actions of a Divine Father, Son, 
and Holy-Ghoſt, manifeſted, for the ſake of the world, in the accompliſh- 
ment of the divine purpoſes, is vindicated againſt Antitrinitarians. This

Hence it is that Elohim, when purpoſing to make men, (Gen. i. 26,) ſaid

Thus the Jewiſh hack. in the Bereſhit Rabba holds, according to 
Reinbeck, in his Augſburgh confeſſion, that the ſpirit of Elohim is the 
ſpirit of the Meſſiah; - if ſo, Elohim, muſt of courſe, have been believed 
by ancient Jews, to be the Son of Jehovah, as David fays, Pſalm ii, 7.— 

xxxiii, 6. This Doctrine of the Bleſſed Three-in-One, you more corrupted

Plato, and the platonic fathers, & before them, the Guoſtiks, whoſe errors 
the Evangeliſt John corrected in his Goſpel & Epiſtles, are too well known 
to the Lutherans, concerning their Doctrine of the Trinity, and its Lagos: 
for the ſake of brevity, I refer you to Chambers“ Encycl. (Rees' edit.) Art. 
Platoniſm, where you will find that Plato is charged with having ſtolen 
his doctrine from Moſes and the Jews; and corrupted it in the Ty 0 
Huminius, Theodoret, &c. charge him. 


As to profeſſor Eickhorn's prababilities, “that Moſes found, at leaſt, 
two different manuſcripts and documents from which he compiled his hiſ- 
tory,” viz. one of Elohim, the other of Jehovah. You do very well that 
you * draw no concluſion,” for your wooden metaphyſical and phyſical 
Trinity, againſt my mathematical proofs from the difference between the 
| ſlate of Jehovah, independent of world making; and that of Elohim, or 
the Logos, by whom, and his ſpirit, Jehovah made, preſerves, rules, re- 
deems the world, ſanctifies and ſaves the church, and rejects the wicked. 


As Eickhorn had it not in his immediate view, to prove the divine in- 
ſpiration, but only the authenticity of the books of the Old Teſtament, 2 
variety of documents from different perſons who had but one deſign, in 
giving the accounts of the origin of the world; and what paſſed in their 
age, might rather corroborate than weaken my arguments for that differ- 
ence between the ſtate of Jehovah and Elhoim ; becauſe, if Adam, whe 
lived 990 years, transferred the immediate revelation, which he had of 
Jehovah Elohim, to Seth and Enos, and theſe to Noah, who lived 600 years 
before and 356 years after the flood, to Shem, who lived cotemporary with 
Abraham, the friend of God, with whom he made a covenant, to which Cod 
referred Moſes, at the time when proud Pharoah diſputed, if not the exiſt- 
ence of Jehovah, yet his peculiar right to command the Children of Iſraei 
to come out of Egypt, ſaying, (Exod. vi. 2, 3,) I appeared unto Abraham, 
unto Iſaac, and to Jacob, by the name of El-Shadai—and as to my name 


Jehovah, was I not known unto them ?—it is a ſure proof, that if there 


exiſted different documents at the time of Moſes, concerning God, they 
agreed in the moſt ſubſtantial names of God, of which, that of Jehovah, 


denotes his ſelf-exiſtence, The Holy-Ghoſt ſecures the abſolute unity and 


indiviſibility of Jehovah, even when that name is compounded with Elohim, 
when Jehovah Elohim appeared unto the patriarchs in a paraſtatic body; or 
as Jeſus, in the body aſſumed from the Virgin Mary—that body was made 
and not ſelf-emanated,— Heb. x, 3. - wherefore the Hebrew word, mem? e,

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The conſtruction of both theſe names, when compounded with one 
another, by the verb ſingular, from the 4th verſe, chapter 2, to the end of 
chapter 3, and throughout the Bible, can only teſtify that great truth, that 
Jehovah, who is connected with the world, by Elohim and his Spirit, was 
before the world, Zehovah only, without manifeſting his wiſdom, power, 
&c. to the creatures, to who m the other names of God bear a relation; in 
which abſolute ſtate, God, even as Father, ſhall be after this world has 
| Paſſed away, when he ſhall be all in all, without any attack from the ene- 
mies of his indiviſible unity, ſo often diſhonored from the time of the fallen 
_ Elohim's (angels), and uſurping tyrants.— Gen. vi, 4.—1 Cor. xv, 12, 28. 


It is alfo a groſs untruth When Eickhorn ſays, © that after the name Elo- 
him had been uſed ſingle, without exception, in Geneſis the 1/t Chapter, to the 4th 
of the ad, the name Jehovah compounded with Elokim, was alſo uſed without ex- 
ception, from verſe 4th of the 2d to the end of the 3d chapter,” —becauſe it is 
evident from the 1ſt to the 5th verſe of the gd Chapter, that the old ſerpent, 
or rather Satan, in him, together with Eve, mentioned only Elohim, with- 
out Jehovah. The reaſon Satan had, was to make a diviſion in Chriſt's 
kingdom. —Elohim, known to angels and men, as the manifeſted Jehovah, 
who, for the ſake of the world, ſhould know limitations, or evil, as he did 
| good, was the object of Satan's and man's rebellion, that they might ſub- 
ſtitute themſelves in his place; and that Satan might make men dependent 
on him only. He, as a cunning lawyer, took advantage of man's careleſſneſs 
and ignorance of evil; and led him on againſt his Maker, whom he knew 
was appointed and fore-ordained, by the covenant of Jehovah, to be alſo 
the Lamb flain for the ſins of the world—and not willing to ſerve Elohim 
and men, in that condition, he deviſed man's fall, to ſully his Maker's 
glory; and finally, to triumph over both, by the inſtrumentality of ſinful 
men, in a ſeperate independent kingdom.

gave the command not to eat of the forbidden tree and in its tranſgreſſion, 
under Elohim, who was known to Satan and Eve, in his limitations, 
on account of the world. In that voluntary covenantal limitation of the 
Logos, which was in the beginning with Jehovah, we ought to look for the 
reaſon why Chriſt ſaid the Father is greater than J.“ But what purpoſe 
doth your oppoſition to this Doctrine ſerve, in the preſent criſis, when 
there is no other remedy againſt the evil conſequences ariſing from the 
uſurpation of the Republican principles of unity and ind iviſibility, liberty, 
equality, &c. by a cunning and powerful enemy, than a full reinſtatement of

Do you fear the Golden Rule, to be prafticed 
too much without lawyers ?—* Whatſoever ye will that men ſhould do 
unto you, &c. —and no more tranſgreſſed amongſt the ſons and daughters 
of diſobedient Adam and Eve? Are you afraid that compact, between 
men and nations, hitherto made in the name of the bleſſed Trinity, for the 
ſecurity of life, freedom, and property, and the renunciation of Satan and 
all his works, uſed in the vow of baptiſm, ſhall be preſerved without wars 
and law-ſuits ? 


As a malignant enemy to politics, founded on ſcriptural principles, 
(though ever ſo applicable to the nature of things), you, (page 35) ſhew 
your reluQance to take notice of authenticated truth, that the French have in 
view to reſtore the Pope to a general dominion ; this I have proved from the 
nature of their politics already eſtabliſhed ; of which, you know that not

teſtant in its primitive ſenſe; yet you call it“ abominable & malicious,” when 
I prove that French politics have a papal ſoul, and that that ſoul is unity 
and indiviſibility of the whole earth. With the ſame reluctance, you de-
